The Need for a Good Poll

Numerous times over the years pollsters 
have noted that Americans are creation¬ 
ist. Usually over 50% are strict, young 
Earth, Biblical creationists, with another 
40% believing in some form of God- 
directed evolution. Less than 10% hold to 
purely naturalistic evolution. Yet those in 
the 10% are the ones who hold a monopoly 
on university professorships, textbook 
content editors, teacher union leadership, 
prominence in the media, and the judicial 
system. A fringe group of zealots hold 
enormous power over the majority. 

Recently two new polls came out. On 
July 6 The Harris Poll concluded (in the 
release’s title) “Nearly two thirds of U. S. 
adults believe human beings were created 
by God.” Another portion believed an un¬ 
specified “intelligent design” was respon¬ 
sible for human origin. Those who be¬ 
lieved in evolution were not asked if the 
evolution was overseen by God. 

Unfortunately, the questions were not 
explicit enough to reveal enough details. 
Some of them would be hard to answer 
even for a knowledgeable citizen. For 
instance it was asked, “Is Darwin’s theory 
proven by fossil discoveries?” The poll¬ 
sters may not know it, but few evolution¬ 
ists agree with this statement. Most think¬ 
ing evolutionists have given up on the 
fossil record as providing proof of evo¬ 
lution. They may think evolution is true, 
but look to other evidence for proof. How 
would they answer? 

A second poll was also released in 
July, this one by the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter. Similarly, 42% of respondents claim¬ 
ed that direct creation accounted for hu¬ 
mans, while another 18% held that it was 
guided by a Supreme Being. Only 26% 
felt it was due to natural selection alone. 


Again, questions were not definitive 
enough to draw firm conclusions. I would 
have had a difficult time knowing how to 
answer some questions, such as “Life on 
Earth has existed in its present form since 
the beginning of time.” I am convinced 
that all of life (including mankind) has 
adapted to changing conditions and that 
mutation and genetic recombination has 
occurred, horizontal change is not true 
vertical evolution. Each basic category of 
life was created “after its kind” and has 
either continued into the present as that 
kind or gone extinct. No new basic types 
have arisen from other basic types. How 
would this be recorded in the misleading 
polls? 

Often the poll’s results were self¬ 
contradictory, indicating mutually exclu¬ 
sive opinions on a point. Are the people 
so confused, or were the questions mis¬ 
leading? A good poll should not lead or 
mislead the responders. 

The need for reliable information is 
obvious. A nation responsible to its citi¬ 
zenry must have these data to make good 
educational and policy decisions. To 
whoever’s listening, I call for another 
poll, but this time a good one. 

It must be recognized that the words 
evolution, creation, change, etc., mean dif¬ 
ferent things to different people, yet most 
have definite opinions on the broad sub¬ 
ject. It seems to me that evolution teaching 
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has often sought to miscommunicate on 
various points, but I would like to know 
what people really think. A poll must not 
merely sample people’s misconceptions or 
variety of misconceptions, or identify ar¬ 
eas of confusion. To be useful, a poll must 
define the concepts at issue, and then 
sample the opinions. A paragraph discuss¬ 
ing the difference between microevolution 
(the small horizontal changes to which all 
agree whether or not they understand it) and 
macroevolution (big vertical change which 
is the real point of interest for the surveys) 
would help to clarify things so that the re¬ 
sults are meaningful. Precision also needs 
to be attached to dates so that poll respond¬ 
ers are comparing “apples to apples.” 

The Institute for Creation Research of¬ 
fers its expertise as advisor to any or all of 
the major polling services. We are acutely 
interested in truth, not in steering the re¬ 
sults, and we suspect pollsters are interested 
also. Let’s ferret this out together, and then 
we’ll know something worth knowing. $7

Creation, Corruption, and Cholera 

The creation model continues to take shape as contributions from various scientific 
fields are analyzed from a more rewarding non-Darwinian perspective. 

Creation scientists suggest the pathogenic bacteria and parasites of today were in 
fact beneficial or at least neutral in the pre-fallen world. Consider the sometimes harmful, 
but otherwise beneficial bacteria in our large intestine known as E. coli. This complex 
organism (see Back to Genesis #146) helps to produce vitamins and even prevent 
disease. There is also a thread-like worm called Strongyloides stercoralis that has 
both a free-living stage and parasitic stage. In other words, the worm does fine in the 
environment removed from man, but it can also infect people with devastating results. 
It is suggested that parasite infection and disease-causing bacteria were the result of 
the Fall and universal curse. 

The bacterium Vibrio cholera causes the human intestinal disease cholera. The 
infection is deadly because of the toxin the bacteria secretes. What if—prior to the 
Fall—this toxin had an alternative function? A very similar toxin is produced by 
V. fischeri, a curious light-emitting symbiotic bacterium found in the Hawaiian bobtail 
squid. 1 The creature uses the luminescent properties of the bacteria to evade predators 
in the clear water where it feeds. Although the squid are good hunters, they make a 
tasty snack for large, nocturnal predators. Seen from below, the dark squid would 
ordinarily be framed against the moonlight, making an easy target. But the bottom 
(ventral) side of the squid contains a light organ containing V. fischeri surrounded by 
an ink sac that operates much like a camera’s diaphragm. Light from the bacteria plus 
a reflector, is radiated downward in a way that counters the moonlight, putting the 
squid in a “stealth mode.” When the bacteria get hungry, they secrete the cholera-like 
toxin that doesn’t sicken the squid but rather informs it—they need food, which the 
squid then provides. Indeed, one evolutionist suggested, “Maybe when we’ve been 
studying cholera pathogenesis we’ve been studying an aspect of a normal conversa¬ 
tion that’s gone wrong.” 2 Creation scientists would suggest this may be a result of the 
curse. 

This brings us to a creation theory proposed by biologist Joe Francis. He views 
the world of viruses and microbes from a creation perspective. “Microbes were 
created as an organosubstrate; a link between macro-organisms and a chemically 
rich but inert physical environment, to provide a substrate upon which multicellu¬ 
lar creatures can thrive and persist. . . .” 3 Indeed, many bacterial cells communi¬ 
cate and function as a symbiotic community, 4 and a growing number of these rela¬ 
tionships are constantly being discovered. Pathogenesis may thus be a divergence 
from the original creation intent. The V. fischeri and V. cholera microbes are 
examples.
